J cannet but greeue that I ſhould be thus out - 
fact with a carters weed oncly fit foz husbandry, ſceing J am the 
oꝛiginall of al bonourable endeuo2s : to what end doth yeuth beſfow 
their witts on law, phiſicke, oz Theology, were it not the ende they 
aime at, is the wearing of me and wining of pzeferment, Yonoz no- 
riſhcth Art, and foz the regarde of dignity, do learned men ftriuet

carries he now adaies that goes pind vp in a Cloth bꝛech, who will 
keepe him companie that thinkes well of himſelfe, vnleſſe he vic the 
. imple ſlaue to make cleane his ſhoone,the wozlids are chaungde and 
men are growen to moze wit, and their mindes fo aſpire after moze 
honozable thoughts, they were Dunces in Diebas illis, they had not 
the true ble ofgentilify, and therefoze they liver meanely and died ob 
ſcurely, but now mennes capacities are refined, time hath (ct a new 
edge on gentlemens humoꝛs, and they ſhew them as they ſhould bee, 
not like glottons as their fathers did, in chines of bafe aud almes to

goe as their byzth requires, and Gentlemen as they are bozne oz 
beare office, A ſpeake in mine owne defence,fo2 the antient Gentili- 
tye and yeomanrie of Cnglande, and inneigh againſt none, but ſuch 
malapart vpſtart as raiſed vp from the Plough,oz aduanced foz their 
Italian deuiſes, oz fog their witleſle wealth, couet in bzauer pe to 
match 
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match,nay to ertied the greateſt Noblemen in this land. 
But leauing this digreſſion mounſter veluet bzeeches, againe fo 
the perticulars of pour fond allegation. Whereas pou affirme pour 


ſelfe to be both oꝛiginal and final end of learning, alas pꝛoud pzincox 


you pearch a bow to hie, did all the philoſophers beat their bzaines, - 
and buſte their wits to weare veluet bzeeches? Why both at that time 
thou wert vaknowne, yea vnbo2ne, and all exceſſe in apparell had im 
bigh contempt, and nowe in theſe daies all men of wozth, are taught 
by reading, that exceſſe is a great ſin:that pꝛide is the firſt ſtep to the 
downefall of ſhame.

J will not dente, but there be as fantaſtitall fooles as pour ſelfe,that 
perhaps are puft vp with ſuch pꝛeſuming thoughts, and ambitio * 

aime to trick themſelues in your wozſhips masking ſutes, but while 
ſuch clim be ſoꝛ great honours, they often fall to great hames. Ic 
may be there vpon you bing in Honos alit Artes, but J ge 


maiſterſhip neuer tried what true honour meant, that truſſe tra 1% | | 


within the compaſſe of a paire of veluet-bzeches, and plate it in the 


arrogancy of the hart,no,no:ſay hono2 is idolatry, ſoꝛ they make foles 


of themſelaes, and idols of their carcaſes:bat he that valueth honour

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only them but the wozlds glozy, lickle, tyknfffozy,q inconlkant. bat 
I fetch (rom thine own country, weapons to wound thy ſelfewithall, 
what ſaiſt thou to Cincinnatus, was he not caled to be Dictatoz from 
the Plough, and alter man y vicozies, what did be iet vp and downs 
the court in coſty garments and veluet bz&ches? No, he diſpiſed di- 
gnitte,contemned vaine glozie and pꝛide, and returned againe to his 
quiet contented life in the country. ow much did Caius Fabritius 
value their Numa pompilius, Sceuola, Scipio, Epamin6das, Ariſti- 
des, they held themſelues wozmes meate, and counted pꝛide vanity, 
and pet thou art not aſhamed to ſap, thou art the ende of ſoldiours 
wozthy honoz. I tell the ſawcy ſkipiack, it was a good and a bleſſed 
time here in England, when R. Stephen woze a pair of cloth bꝛæches 
of a Noble a papꝛe. and thought them-paſſingcoſtipe, then did bee 
count Meſtminſter hal to litle to be his dining chamber 4 his alines 
was not bare bones, in ſtead of bꝛoken meat but luſty chines of beefe 
fel into the poze mens basket. Then charity flouriſhed in the Court, 
and yoong Courtiers ſtreue to excerde one an other invertne, not in 
bzavery : they rode not with fans to ward their faces from the wind, 
but with Burgant to reſiſt the froke of a Battleaxe, they could then 
better exþo2t a ſoloioz to armoz then couct a lady with amozets, they 
cauſed the trumpette to ſounde them pointes of warre, not Pocts to 
wzite them wanton Eligies of loue:they ſoght after honozable fame, 
but hunted not after fading honoz : which diſtinaion by the way take 
tbas. There be ſoine that ſceke honour, and ſome are ſought after by 
bonoz. Such vpfarts as fetch their pedigree from their fathers aun- 
cient leather apꝛon, and crepe into the court with great humility, re- 
dy at the firſt Baſciare li piedi di la voſtra ſignoria hauing gotten the 
countenance of ſome Nobleman, will ſtrait be a kindzed to Cadwal- 
ler, and (weare bis great grand mother was one ofthe Burgeſſes of 
the parliamente houſe, will at laſt ſteale by degres into ſome credite 
by their double diligence, and then winde ſome woozlhipfull place as 
far as a hungry ſow can ſmell a fir reverence, and then with ail their 
trends lerne day and night with copne and countenance till they haue 
got it. Others there be whome honoz it ſelfe ſækes, and ſuch be they 
whome vertue doth frame fit foz that purpoſe, that riſing by high de- 
ſauts, as learning, oz valour, merite moze then ether they looke fo, 
oz their pꝛince hath anye caſe conueniently to beſtow on them. Such 


bono; hes ethey With a bluſhing conlibucs ontertara part, bo they 
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neuer lo high in fanour, vet they beg no office, as the ſhamelefſe dp- 
ſtart dotb, that hath a hungry eie, to ſpy out an impudent face to ſue, 
and a flattring toong to intreat foz ſome void place of wozſhip, which 
litle belonged to them, il the pꝛinte intended to beſfow offices foz vers 
tue not fauoꝛ: . Other P. veluet b:&«ches there be of pour crue, that 
pinch their beilies to poliſh their backs, that kerpe their mawes emp⸗ 
tie, to fill their purſſes that haue no ſhe we of gentillity but a Ueluet 
flop, who by poling 02 ſelling of land that their father left, wü beſlow- 
all to buye an office about the Court that they may be wozſhipfull, 
oxtozting from the poꝛe, to raiſe vp their money that the baſe decey- 
uing companions haue laid out to haue an office of ſome countenance. 
and credit, wherein they map haue ol me better then themſe lues, bee 
tearmed by the name of woꝛſhip . The laſt whome vertue pleadeth 
foz, and neyther ſiluer, gold, fr tendes, noꝛ fauour aduaunceth, be men 
of great wozth, ſuch as are thought of wozſhip, and vuwillinglie in- 
terteine hir, rather vouchlaling pꝛofered honour foz their Countreys 
cauſe, then fo any pꝛoud opinion of hoped fs2 pzeferment. _ 
L-leſſed are ſuch Landes whoſe officers are ſo placed, and where 
the P2ince pzomoteth not fo2 coine noz counter ance.but foz his wozs 
thy deſerming vertues. But leaning this by-talke, me thought J 
beard you (ay Sigmo2 Uelnct bzeches, that pou were the father of 
Pechanicall Arte,q handie craftes were found cut to foſter pour bza-+ 
uery. In faith goodman gooſecap, you that are come from the ſtart⸗ 
bps, and therefoze is called an vpſtart, quaſi ſtart vp from clowted 
ſhoone, vout lippes hoong in pour light when you b2cught foo2th this 
Lodgike : foz J hope there is none ſo ſimple, but knowes that handie⸗ 
crafts and occupations grew fo2 neceſſitte not pꝛide:that mens inuen- 
tions waxed ſharpe to pzofit the Common wealth, not to pzanke vp 
themſetues in bꝛauery. J pꝛaꝝ you when Tubulcane inuented tems 
pꝛing ofmettals had he veluet bzcches to weare:? Jn ſadneſſe, wher 
was your wozſhip when his bꝛother found out the acco2ds & diſco 
of Mulick hidden in hell, and not vet thought on by the Diuell, to call 
fozth as a baite to bꝛing many pꝛoud foles to ruine? 
Jadede J cannot deny, but your wozſhip hath bꝛought in deteip 


as a tourneyman into all companies, and made that a ſubtle crafte, 


which while J was holden in eſteem was but a ſimple miſterie noi 
enery trade hath his eight s, to lubber vpp bis wozke to the eie, and 
to maks it good — * in the — 
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The ſhomaker cares not if his wes hold the dzawing on:the Taiy- 
lo; ſowes with hot needle and burnt thzed. Auſh pꝛide hath baniſhC 
conſcience, and veluet bz&ches honeftie, and cuery ſeruile dzudgs 
muſt ruffle in his lkes, 0; clic he is not ſuteable. 

The wozld was nat ſo A principio, foz when Ueluet was wozne 
but in kings caps, then Conſcience was not a Bzome man in Rent 
ſtreat but a Courtier, then the Farmer was content his ſonne ſhould 
bold the Plough, and liue as he had done befoze ; Beggars then fea- 
red to aſpire, and the higher (ozt ſcoʒned to enuie. Now euery lowt 
muſt haue his ſonne a Tourtnoll, and thoſe dunghil dzadges ware ſo 
pꝛoud, that they will pꝛeſume to wear on their fat, what kings haue 
wozne on their heads. A Clownes ſonne muſt be clapt in a Ueluct 
pantophle,+ a veluet bzcech,though the pzeſumptuous aſſe be dzownd 
in the Bercers boke, and make a convey of al his lands to the vſurer 
foz commodities: x ea the ſop muſt goe like a Gallant foz a while , al- 
though at laſt in his age he beg. But indeed, ſuch pong pouths when 
the Bꝛoker hath bleſt them with ſaint Needams croſſe, fall then fo 
pꝛiup lifts and coſenages, and when their credit is vtterly crakt they 
pꝛadiſe ſome bad ſhift, and ſs come to a ſhamefull end. 

Laſtly, whereas thou ſaiſt thou art a ſeuere ſenſour to puniſh fins, 
as auſtere as Cato fo cozrea vice,of truth Jhold the ſo in penal ta- 
fates when thou haſt begged the fozfeit of the P2ince ; but ſuch coz- 
rection is open ertoztion and oppꝛeſſion ofthe pooze , no2 can J com- 
pare it better P. veluet bꝛeech, then to the Wolfe cyaſtifing the lamb 
fo2 diſturbing the Fountaine , oz the Deuil caſting foozth Deuilles 
thzongh the power of Belzebub. And thus much curteous lic J haue 
ſaid, to diſplay the follies of mine aduerſary, and to ſhe we the right 
of mine owne intereſt, Why then quoth J, if you haue both ſaide, it 
reſtcth but that wehadde ſome to empanel vpon a Jurie, and then 
no doubt but the verdict would ſoone be giuen on one ſide. As thus J 
was talking to them, J might ſ&@ comming downe the hil a Bꝛaue 
dapper Dicke, quaintly attired in Weluet and Sattin, anda Cloake 
of cloth raſh, with a cambzick ruffe as ſinothly let, and he as neatlie 
ſpunged as if he had beene a bzidegrome, only J geſt by his paſe a far 
eff he ſhould be a Tayloz his head was holden vppe ſo pert, and his 


legges ſ;ackle hamd, as if his knees had beene laced to his Thighes + 


with points. Comming moze neere indeed, J ſpied a Tailozs mozice 
pike on his bzelt, a ſpanilh needle, and then I fitted my Halutations, 
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nok to his fafes but to his trade, and inteuntred him by a thzead bars 
courteſy, as if J had not knowne him, and aſhed him ot᷑ what oceupa- 
tion he was ? A Layloz, quoth he,marry then my friend quoth 4, you 
are the moze welcome, fo; here is a great quarrell growne betwirt 
beluet b2&ches and cloth b2&ches, fo2 their pꝛerogatiue in England: 
the matter is growne to an iffue, there muſt a Jury beempannelled, 
and J would deſtre and intreat von fo be one ot the queſt. E 
Not ſo quoth cloth bzeches, I chatenge him. And why quoth 7 ? 

What reaſon haue you, dooth he not make them both? pes, quoth he, 
but his gaines is not alike: alas, by me he gettcth (mall, onely he is 
paid fo; his wozkemanlhip, vnleſſe by miſfoztune his ſhicres flyppe 
awꝛpe, and then his Uailes is but a ſhzed of homeſpunnecloth, wher 
as in making of Uelnet bzeches, where there is required lle Lace, 
cloth of Holde, of Silaer, and ſuch coſtly ſfuffe, to welt, guard, whip 
ſtitch, edge, face, and dzaw out, that the vales of one veluet b:&ch, is 
moze then twenty paire ol mine. J hope there is no Tailoz ſo pꝛe- 
ciſe,bat he can play the coke and licke his owne fingers:thogh be twlk 
vp to Heauen, vet he can call large ſhzeads of ſuch rich ſtuffe into hel 
vnder his ſhoppe boozd.

Jnd&d you haue ſome reaſon quoth J, but perhaps the Tailoz doth 
this vpon mer dendtion to punich pꝛide, and having no other authozt 
tie no2 meane,thinkes it beſf to pinch them by the purſſe and make 
then pay wel, as toaske twiſe ſo much ſilke lace and other tutte as 
would ſaffice, and yet to ouerreach my pong maiſter with abill of res 
ckonings that will make him ſcratch where it itcheth not. Herein x 
bold the Tayloꝛ foz a neteſſarye member to teach yoong nouices the 
way to weeping crolle ; that when they - 
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tpers lelt them by pꝛide, they may grow ſparing and humble by in- 
ferred pouerty : and by this reaſon the tayloz plaies Gods part: hee 
exalteth the poo2e and pulleth dowa the pꝛoude : foz of a wea! thy El⸗ 
quires ſon, be makes a thꝛedbare beggar: and of a ſcoznefull Tayloz, 
he ſets vp an vyſtart ſcuruy Gentleman. Pet ſæing pou haue made a 
reaſonable challenge to him, the Z atle2 ſhall be none of the queſt, 
As J bad him ſtand by, there was comming alongſt the valley to⸗ 
wards vs, a ſquare ſet fellow well fed, and as bziſkly apparelled, in 
a blacke taffata doublet and a ſpzuce leather Jerkin with Chziltall 
buttons: acloke facſt afoze with veluct, and a Couenti y capot the fi- 
neſt wol bis face ſomthing Ruby bluſh. cherry ch&ked, like a ſhzed of 
ſcarlet 02 a little darker, like the les of olde Claret wine: a noſe au- 
temnoſe pur pled pꝛetiouſſ ie with pearle and ſtone, like a counter fait 
wozke,and betwerne the filthy reumitaſt of his bloud ſhotten ino wt, 


meant by their appearance to pzeach and ſhew the antiquity and an- 
tientie of bis houſe.

conſcience is ſo bad, let him be ſhuffled out amongſt theknanes ſoz a 
diſcarded carde, Content qd. J ( x bad the bzoker ſtand backe, when 
there were euen at iy heeles that in a cluſter pert youths all, and 
neatly tired, J queſtioned them what they were, and the one ſaid bee 
was a barber, the other a ſurgeon, and the third an Apoticary. Hoi 
like pou of thele.(qv, J) ſhal they be of your Jury? Df the Jury, qv, 
Cloth bꝛeeches, neuer a one by my conſent, foz I challenge them all: 
pour reaſsn qd. J,and then pou ſhall haue my vedid. Mar y( ad Cloths 
b:&ches)firlt to the barber he cannot be but a partiall man on veluet 
bzeches ſide, ſith he gets moze by one time dzeſsing of him, than by 
ten times dꝛelsing of mee, J come plaine to be polde, and to haue my 
bears cut, and pay him two pence, veluet bz«ches hee ſits downe in 
the chaire wꝛapt in fine cloaths, as though the barber were about to 
make him a fotcloth ſoʒ the vickar of ſaint foles, then begins hee to 
take bis ſiſſars in his hand e his comb, and ſo to ſnap with them as if

like a hallemone in a miſt:? 02 like a ſpanyacd long at the eares, and 
curled like to the two endes of an olde caſt perriwig, 02 will you bee 
Frenchelled with a loue locke do wneto your ſhoulders, wherein vou 
map weare your miſtris fauour? the Engliſh cut is baſe and Gentle- 
men ſco2ne it, nouelty is dainty, ſpeake the woꝛd ſir, my uſſars are 
ready to execute your woꝛſhips wil. is head being once dꝛeſt, which 
requires in combing and rubbing ſome two how2es, he comes to the 
baſon, then being curioully walht with no woozle then a camphir, 
bal, he deſcends as low as his beard,+ asketh whether Re, 
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fhanen-02 no, whether he wil haue his peak cut ſhoꝛt and 8 
able like an Inamorato 02 bzoad. pendant like a ſpade, to be ter ribis 
like a war rioʒ a Soldado, whether he wil haue his crates cut lows 
like a Juniper buſh,oz bis ſuberches taken away with a raſoz, it it be 
bis pleaſnre to haue his appendices p2imds,02 his mouchaches loſtred 
to turne about his eares like the bꝛanches of a bine, oꝛ tut down to the 
lip with the Italian laſh, to make him lk like a halſe faced bauby in 
bꝛas. Cheſe quaint tearins Bar ber you gret maiſter veluet bzeches 
withal, z at euery woꝛd a (nap with your (ifſozs and a cring with your 
knee, wheras when you come to powze Cloth bꝛæches, you either cutte 
his beard at your owne pleaſure, oꝛ elſe in diſdaine aſke him if he will 
be trimd with Chꝛiſts cut, round like the balfe of a holland cheeſe, moc- 
king both C b2ift and vs:fo2 this your knauery my wil is vou ſhall be 
none of the Jury. F02 you maiſter @urgeon,the ſtatutes of England

lenges, let thole thꝛe as partiall companions be packing. Mhy( ad. 


J) ſeeing you haue y@!ded ſuch reaſon of refuſall, let them ſtande by: 
pꝛeſentlie toking about foz mo2e, comes ſtalking down an aged grant 
fic, in a black veluet coat and a blacke cloth gowne welted and faced, 
and after him as J ſuppoſe, foure ſeruingmen, the moſte ilfanonred 
knaues me thought that euer I ſaw, one ot them had on a Buffe lea⸗ 
ther Jerken all greaſte befo2e with the d2zoppinges of bere that fell 
from his beard, and by his ſite a ſkeine ike a Bauers boung knife, 


and muffled bce was in a cloke turnd ouer his noſe, as though he had

Kuedin England, WMeftminfer hat was a dining chamber nit a den 
of controuerſies, when tho king bamietie was conteut to keepe his . 
Georges day ina plaine paire of Rerſte hoſs, when the Dune, earie, 
102d, knight, Gentleman and eſquire, aimedat vertus, not pine, E 
woze ſuch bzeeches as was ſpun in his honſe, then the lawyer was 
a ſunple man, and in the higheſt degree was but abare 9 
except Judges ot the land which foke in hands ſerious matters, as 
treaſons, marthers, felones, and ſuchcapitall offences, but ſildome 
was there any pleas put in befoze that pꝛoud vpffart veluet bzeeches, 
foz his maintaynance innented ſtrang controuerſles, and ſinte be he 
gan to dominier in England, be bath buſd ſuch a pzoud buſy couefous 

t incroching hnmo2 into every mans head, that Lawiers are growne 
to be one of the cheefe lims of the common wealth, foz they doe nowe 
adaies de 1ana caprinarixare,go ts lawe if a hen doe but ſcrape in his 
ozchard, but howloeuer right be, might carries away the verdia : if 
a pooꝛe man ſue a Gentleman, why he ſhootes vp to theſkie,and the

 (sth2ult tothe wall, lawiers are troubled with the heat of the liner, 


which makes the palms of their hands ſo hot that they cannot be cold 
vnleſſe they be rubd with the oile of angels, but the pooze man that 
giues but his bare fie, oz perhaps pleads in forma pauperis, he hunt- 
eth foz hares with a taber, and gropeth in the darke to find a nerdle in 
a botle of hay, tuſh theſe lawyers bane ſuch delatozy e foren pleas 
ſuch dozmers, ſuch quibs and quiddits, that beggering their clients 
they purchaſe to themſelves whole (o2dſhips, it boteth not men to dil 
courſs their little conſcience, e great ixtoztion, only ſuffice they be 
not lo rich as they be bad, and pet they be but to welthy.

may if it be poſſible, be a Gentle woman, e how comes this to paſſe, 
by pour tanne-ſats fozſooth : Fos, whereas by the aunciente la wes 
and Statutes of England, you ſhoulde let a hive lye in the Ouſe, at

then, foz the liſting of their feet ſhewed the lightneile of their heads, 
the fozmoſt was a plaine cuntry ſir John, oz vickar that pzoclaimed 
by the rednes of his noſe he did oftner go into the alehouſe than the 
pulpit, e him J aſked e what they were + whether they were going: 
what are pou qd.the p2ieft that ſtand by the high way to examine m 
e my frends, hcres none in my company but are able to anſwere fo 
them ſelues, J ſeeinge they weare all ſet on a merrye pinne, 
fould the tauſe and howe the controuerfie grewe betwirt Cloth- 
bzachcs and Ueluet bꝛaches _ that wee n&ded them to bes 


ſeame vp the holes ſo canningly that it thai neuer be eſpied?my seie 
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of the queſt. mary (quoth (ir hon) a good motion, knowe the ſe all 
are ny par iſhoner s, and we haus beene dꝛinking with a pooze man, 
and ſpending our money with him, a neighbour of ours that bath lof 
a cow, now foz our nams & our trades, this is a ſmith, the ſecond a 
weauer, the third a miller, the fourth a cooke, the fiſth a cirpenter, 
the firt a glouer, the ſcauenth a pedlar, the eight a tin ker, the niath a 
waterberer, the tenth a husbandman, p eleuenth a diar, x the twelſth 
8 ſailoꝛ, and J their vickar: how could you ſir haue a fitter Jury than 
me and mp pariſhioners?pou are a little to bœfe, ꝗd Cloth bꝛaches, 
are you not ſame puritan . parſon, 02 ſome fellow that raiſeth vp 
new ſcilemes and hereſtes amongſt your people: A plague on them 
all qd J ſir, fo2 the wozld was neuer in quict, vcaotion, neighbour- 
hood no: hoſpitality neuer flouriſhcd in this land, ſince ſuch vp art 
boies x ſhittle witted fools became of the miniſterp, J cannot cel,they 
pꝛeach faith, faith, and ſap that doing of almes is papiſtr p, but chey 
haue taught ſo long Fides ſolam iuſtificar, that they haue pzeachev 
good woꝛkes quite out of our pariſh,a poꝛe man ſhal as ſone bzcake 
bis necke as his faſt at a rich mans doe: fo: my frend, Jam inderd 
none of the belt ſcholers, yet J can read an Pomelp euery Sunday 
bolydap, and I kepe conpanie with my neighbours, and goe to the 
alehouſe with then, and if they be fallen ont, ſpende my money to 
make the frendes, on Sondapes (omntime ifgodfeliowſhip cal me a- 
way, J (ay both mozning t evening pꝛaxer at once, 4 ſo let the haus 
a whole afternone to plate in. This is my life, J ſpende my liuing 
with my pariſhicners, I (ke to do al good, and J offer no man harm. 
Well (ad cloth bzaches ) J warrant thou art an þoncit vickar, and 
therefo:c ſtand by, thoa ſhalt be one of the queſt, and fo2 you (mith, 
Aſe no great fault in you, you yerne pour liuing with the ſweat of 
pour bꝛowes, t there can be no great knaucry in von. only J would 
baue you mend pour life fo2 dzinking ſith you are neuer at quiet vn- 
les the pot be ſtil at your noſe. But you weauer, the Pꝛouerbe puts 
pou downe foꝛ a crafty naue, you cann, filch and ſteale alinaſt as 
il as the Zaploz, your woofe and warpe is ſo cunningly dzawne out 
that you plague the pooze Countrey huſwiues foz their yarne, and 
dawbed on ſo much dꝛeggs that you make it ſceme both wel wzougbe 
and to beare waight, when it is lenderly wouen,and you haue ſtolne 
a quarter ofit from the pooze wife. Away,be packing. ſoʒ you ſhalbe 
cathierd. What Piller,ſhake handes with your bzother the Weauer 
faz knauery; Pou canne take toll (wiſe, and haue falſe hoppers to 
coruep 
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eonney away the pooze mans meale, Be gone J mea 
lookes, and foꝛ companie goodman Cooke go yon with them,fo2 you 
croſen the poze men and Countrie Tearmers with pour filthy meat: 
you will bay of the wozfk t cheapeſt, when it is bad enough foz dogs, 
and pet ſo powder it and parboile it, that you wil ſel it to ſome honeſt 
pooze men, and that vnreaſonably to: It you leaue any meate over 
night, you makea ſhift to heat it againe the nexte date; Nay, if on 
the Thurſday at night ther be any left, you make pies of it on ſunday 
moznings, and almoſt with your ſtovenly knauerie poiſon the pwze 
people. To be ſho2t,J bꝛooke vou not, and therefoze be walking. o 
the Carpenter, Glouer, and Waterbearer, the Buſbandman, Dier, 
and Sailoz, ith your trades haue but pettie flights, ſand you with 
Mai. Uickar,yon are like to help to giue in the ver dia: but fa2 the ped⸗ 
lar E the Tinkc r, they are two notable knaues. both of a haire,q4 both 
coſen Germaines to p Deuill. Foꝛ the Tinker,why be is a dzowſie, 
bawdp, dzunken companion, that walkes vp and downe with atrug 
after him, and in ſtopping one hole makes thꝛe:and if in conuenient 
place he meets with one alone, pet haps rifle htm 02 hir of al that euer 
they haue. A baſe knaue without fear of God o: loue fo anye one buf 
to his whoze and fo himſelfe. The Pedlar as bad oz rather wozſe, 
walketh the countrey with his dockſey at the leaſt, if hee haue not 
two his moztes dels, t Autem mortis, he paſſeth commonly thzough 
every paire of ſtocks, either foz his dzunkenneſſe o2 his lecherie. And 
beſtde it is repozted you can lift oz nip a bounge like a guire Coue, it 
pou want pence, and that you carrie your pack but foz a coulour to 
ſhadow pour other villanies. Well howſoeuer, you are both knaues 
and fo be iogging. Well quoth J, ſupooſe the Jurie is almoft full, J 
beleeue we want not aboue thze& o2 four perſons : Locke pon where 
they come to make bp the number, « they ſhould be men of gos dil. 
poſition, fo: they ſeme to be all of the Cuntery. Aﬀoone as they cams 
to vs I met them, and told them the matter, and they were content. 
Che one ſaid hee was a Graſicr, the other a Farmer, the other a 
thephard, to them both. Mhat thinke you of theſe th2e qd. 37 Pary 
ſaith Teluct b:eches, two of them are honeſt men, but the other is 
a baſe knaue: but tis no matter,ſhuffle him in amongſt the reſt, Nap 
by pour leaue qd. Cloth bz&ches, J will ſhuffle out theſe two, fo2 
they are the verie Cozmozants of the Cunterp,and denoure the po2e 


people with their monſtrous exadions. And firſt J alledge again 
F the 
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the Graler, that he fozettalleth paſtures and medow grounds, foz 
the feeding of his cattell, and wzingeth leaſes of them out of pooze 
mens handes, and in his buieng of cattel he committeth great viury, 
fo; if it pz0ne a wet yeare, then he maketh hauocke and ſelleth dere: 
ffit be a dzie gears, then he buyeth cheape, and yet hauing paſture 
keepes them til he may come to his owns pꝛiſe: he knoweth as well 
as the Butcher by the feed of a bullocke how mach T allow be will 
peld, what bis quarters will amount vnto: what the Tanner will 
gine foz the Hide: Nay, what the ſowle wiues were able to make of 
the inwards : ſo that he ſels it ſo derre to the Butcher, that be can 
fcearſe liue of it: and therefoze what ſubtiltie the butcher vſeth com- 
eth from the Graſler, ſo that J extempt him from the queſt as a bad 
member, and an il friend to Clothb2eches, And foz you maſſe. Far- 
mer, you know how though pou couetus Lidlo2ds raiſe their rents, 
fo; if a pooze man haue but a plough land, if you (> his paſtures bear 
good graſſe, and his earable ground good co2ne, and that be pꝛoſper⸗ 
oth and goeth fo2 ward on it and pꝛouideth and maintaineth his wife 
and ſeruans honeſtly, then Inuidus alterius rebus macreſſit opimis, 
vicinumque pecus grandius vber habet. 

Then ſtraigbt ennie pꝛicks the farmer fo: ward, and he bids the 
Lanvelo2d farre moze then the pooze man paies, yearely fo2 it: ſo 
that if he be a Tenant at will, he puts him out to begge in the treat: 
o when his leaſe comes out he ouer loades him in the fine, and thus 
bloudlacketh he the pooze foz his owne pꝛiuate p;ofite. Belides the 
baſe chuffe if he (&s a fo ward peare e that coꝛne is like to be plenty, 
then he mur mureth againſt God, and ſwereth and pꝛoteſteth he ſhal 
de vnd one: reſpecting moze the filling of his owne coffers by a dearth, 
then the p2ofit of his countrey by a general plenty. Beſide ur may it 
pleaſe you, when new cozne comes into the market, who bzings in 
to reliue the ſtate? Not pour maiſterſhip,but the pooze huſbandman, 
that wants pence. F02 vou keepe it till the backe ende of the peare, 
nay pou haue pour Garners which haue co2ne of two 02 thz& years 
olde, vpon dope ſfill of a deere yeare,rather letting the Weaſels eat 
it, then the pooze ſhould haue it at any reaſonable pꝛice. So that J 
conclude, pou are a Cozmozant of the common wealth, and a wzetch 
that lines of the ſpaile of the nerd v, and ſo I [cane you to iet with the 
Graſter. Mary fo2 the ſhepheard, vnleCe it be that be killeth a Lambe 


now t then, x laies the for ſtole him, J know title craft in his budget, 
| thercfozs 
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therefozs let him be among the honeſt men of the Jury. 

Well Cloth bzeeches quoth J, vou are very peremptozy in your 
challenges, what ſay you here comes 3. 02 4. Citizens, will anye of 
theſe ſerue turne, J cannot tel qͥd. he til J know their names and con- 
ditions, with that J ſlept afoze the campany, and inquired what they 
were, the eldeſt of them being a graue Citizen, ſapde he was a Gro- 
ter, the reſt his good g honeſt neighbozs, a Chandler, a Pabervaſher, 
a Clothwozker,and two ſtrangers,onea Mallon, the other a Duch- 
man. How like you of theſe quoth J to Ueluet bꝛeches, well enough 
quoth he,fo2 Jam little acquainted with them, vet J knowe they ta- 
uour me, bicauſe J haue on a ſunday ſeene them all in their ilkes. J 
marry,qd.cloth bz@ches,but they neuer get that bzauery with honel · 
ty, fo2 the cloth wozker his faultes were laide open, befoze when we 
bad the Dꝛaper in queſtion : and therefoze let him bet packing. Foz 
you Chandler, J like not of pour tricks, vou are to conuerſant with 
the kitchen Cuffe wines you after your weke oz ſnaft is ſtifFened, 
pou dip it in filthy dzofe, and after gine him a coat of good tallowe, 
which makes the Candles dzopand waſt away, to the great hindzice 
of the pooze wozkemen that watcheth in the night. Beſide you pinch 
in your waights and haue falſe meſures, and many other knaueries 
that Jomit, but this be ſure you ſhall not meddle in my matter: ney- 
ther the Pabervaſher, fo2 be trims vp olds feltes and makes them ve- 
ry fay2e tothe tie, and faceth and edgeth them neatly, and then bee 
turues them away to ſuch a ſimple man as J am: and ſo abuſeth vs 
with his cooſenage. Beſide you buy gumd taffata, where with you 
line hats that will ſtraight aſſunder as ſoone as it comes to the heat 
of a mans head, To beb2&fe,J am not well ſkildin your knaueries, 
but indeed you are too ſubtle foz poo2 Cloth bzreches, and therefozs 
pou ſhall be none ofthe Jurie. Marrie the Grocer (&mes an honeſt 
man, and J am content to admit of him, only take this as a caneaf 
by the way, that you buy of the Garbellcrs of ſpices, the refuſe that 
they lite from the marchant,and that you mix againe ſel it to your 
cuſtomers. Beſids in your beaten ſpices,as in pepper vou put in bay 
berries, and ſuch dꝛoſſe, and ſo w2ing the pooze, but theſe are icight 
cauſes and ſo J ouerpaſſe them, and bouchſafe you fo be of the queſt 
But J p2ay you what be thoſe two boneſt mẽ, d. the grocer the one 
a Dutchman e a ſhomaker, þother a Frcenchmi : a Pillaner in S. 
Partins,t ſels ſhirts, bands, bꝛaclets, Jewls, i ſuch pꝛety toies foz 

We Gentelwemen 
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Centlewoinea: oh they be of velnet bꝛerchs acquaintance, vpſtarts 
as well as he, that haue bzought with them pꝛide and abuſes into 
England: and fir ſt to the Pillainer. What topes deuileth be to feed 
the humoꝛ of the vpſtart Gentleman withall, and or fond Gentle wo⸗ 
men, ſuch fannes, ſach ouches, ſuch bzoches, ſuch bzacelets, ſuch 
graundcies,ſuch periwigs, ſuch paintings, ſuch ruffes, and cuffs, as 
| bath almoſt made England as full of pꝛoud foppries as Tyre and Sy- 

don were. There is no Seamſter can make a bande 02 a ſhirt, ſos 
well as his wife: and why fozſooth* bicauſe the filthy queane wears 
a traunte and is a Frenchwoman fozſooth. Mhere as our Engliſh 
women of the Exchange, are both better wozk women, will affw;d 
abetter peniwo2:th. And ſo foz the dzunken Dutchman, this ſhoma⸗ 
ker, he and ſuch as he is, abuſeth the Common wealth, and the poozg 
mechanicall men and handicrafts men of London, fo2 our new vp- 
fart foles of Neluet bz#ctes fraternity, liketh nothing but that the 
outlandiſh Ae maketh. They like no ſho ſo well as the Dutchman 
maketh, when our Engliſh men paſſe them far re. And ſa ſoꝛ Chand- 
lers, and all other occupations, they are wzonged by the Dutch and 
ench. And thereſoze (ith the Commons hates them, thep cannot 
my friends, and therefoze let them be launching to Fluſhing, foz 
they ſhall be no triers of my controuerſie. Mell quoth J, now J ſup- 
poſe the Jury is full, and we ſc no moze comming, let vs call them 
and ſ& bowe manye we haue.

What is it not polſible qd. J to haue one moꝛe fo make bp the fours 
e twenty? as J was thus (peaking, J eſpicd a far off, a tertame kind 
of an onerwozne Gentleman attired in Ueloet 4 ſattpn, but it was 
ſomewhat dꝛopped and greaſle and bootes on his legges, whole ſoles 
wered thin ſemed to complaine of their Paiſler which treadings 
th2ift vnder bis fert, had bꝛought them vnto that coſumption, be wat 
ked not as other men in the Common beaten waye, but came cam; 
paſſing Circum circa, as if we had bene Deuils, and he woulddzaw 
a Circle about vs, and at euerp third ſteppe he looked backe, as if hes 


were afrapdeof a Bayly oz ſergeant. 
After him followed two pert Aprleſquires, the one had a Purrey 


on the ſlceus with lace, which be quaintly bare vp, to ſhew his white 
Taffata hoſe and blacke ſilke ffockings, a huge ruffe about his necke 
w2apt in his great head like a wicker Cage, a little hat with bzimes 
like the wings of a doublet, wherein hee woꝛe a Jewell of glaſſe, as 


bꝛoad as the Chancery ſeale: after him followed two botes in cloakes 


like butter flſes,carrteng one of th# his cutting ſwo2d of choller, the 
other bis daunſing rapier of delight, Vis Camerard that bare him 
company was a iollie light timberd Jacke a Aapes, in a ſute of waf- 
chet Taffata cut to the ſkinne, with a cloake all to be bawbed with 
colourd lace; both he and my gowned bꝛother ſ@mnedby their paſe as 
if they had ſome ſutes to mounſienr boots. At lengthcomming nere, 
A might diſcerne the firſt to be a Poet, the ſecond a Plaper, the third 
a Puſition, alias the Uſher of a Daunſing (cole. Well met maiſter 
Poet qd. J, and welcome you frinds alſo, though not ſoe perticularly 
knowne. So it 1s,though none of you thꝛe be Common wealthsmen, 
pet vpon vrgent neceſſitye wee mull be foꝛced to employ pou. Mo 
haue a Jurp to bee empanelled imme diatlp, which one of you thze 
muſt help to make vp, euen he which appꝛoues himſlelſe the honeſteſt 
man. They are all honeſt men and goodfello wes quoth Ucluet b2z&- 
ches, therefoꝛe it is no great matter whether or them Wwe choſe. 

The Dotozs doubt of that quoth Cloth b2&chcs, foz Jam of a 
different opinion. This firſt whome by his careleſſe louenlie gate 
at firſt ſight J imagined to be a Poet, is a waſt good and an vnthziff, 
that he is boꝛne to make the Tauernes ritch and him elfe a begger, 
if he haue dourty pounds in his purſe togither, he puts it not to vſurie, 


nepiyer buics land noz Harchandize with it, but a monthes commo⸗ 
duie 


cloth gone on, faced downe befoze with gray Conny, + laid thicks 
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dity of wenches and Capons. Tenne pound a ſupper, Why tis no- 
thing, Ir his plough goes and his inkhozne be clere: Take one of 
them wozthe twentis thoulande pound and hang bim He is a king of 
bis pleaſure, and counts al other Booꝛes e peſants, that though they 
bane money at command vet know not like him how to Domanere 
with it to any purpoſe as they ſhould. But to ſpeake plainely, Ithink 
him an honeſt man if he would but live within his compaſſe, and 
generally no mans foe but his owne. Therefoze J hold him a man 
fit to be of my Jurie. Nay qv. veluet bꝛæches, J haue moze minde to 
theſe two, fo2 this poet is a pꝛoud fellow, that bicauſe he hath a lit - 
tle wit in his budget will contemne and miſlike vs that are the com- 
mon (ozt of Gentlemen, and thinke we are behoſding to him if he 
doe but beſtow a faire looke vpon vs. The player and the Uſher of 
the dauncing ſchoole are plain, honeſt, humble men, that fo; a penny 
oz an olds caſt ſute of apparell. Jndede quoth Clothbzeches pou ſaye 
froth, they are but too humble, fo they be ſo lowly, that they be baſe 
minded, J meane not in their lookes no; apparell, foz ſo they be pea- 
cockes and painted aſſes, but in their courſe of life, foz they care not 
bow they get crowns, J meane how baſely ſo they haue them, + yet of 
b two J hold the plaier þ to be better Chꝛiſtian, although be is in his 
owne imagination, too full of ſelfe liking and ſelfe loue, and is vnfit 
to be of the Jurie, though J did and concele bis faults and fopperies, 
in that J haue bene merrie at his ſpo2ts, only this I muſt (ay, that 
fach a plaine country fellow as my ſelle they bzing in as clownes & 
fooles to laugh at in their plaie, whereas they get by vs, and of our 
almes the pzowdeſt of them all doth line, Well to be b:efe let him 
trot to the ſtage,foz be ſhall be none of the turie. And foz vou maiſter 
vcher of the daunciug ſchoole, pou ar a leader into al miſrule, you in 
ſtruct gentlemen to oꝛder their feet when you dꝛiue them to miloꝛder 
their manners, vou are a bad fellowe that land vpon your tricks £ 
capers, til you make yoong gentlemen caper without their lands, 
why ſir to be flat with pou, pou liue by vour legges as a iugler by his 
bandes, vou are giuenouer to the pumps & vanities of the wozld, 
and to be thozt you are a keeper of miſrule and a lewd fellow, 4 you 
ſhall be none of the gueſt. why then qd. J. you are both agred that 
the Poet is he that muſt make vp the xxiiij. They anſwered both, he 
and none but he. Then J calling them al together, bad them laye 
their hands one the booke, and firſt Jcald the knight, and alter the 

reſt

reft as they followed in oꝛder then J gane them their charge fhus. 

Wozſhiplull fir with the reſt of the Jury - whome wee haue 
ſolicited of choice hone& menne , whoſe contciences will deale vp- 
rightlye in this controuerſte, you and the reſt of pour companys 


are here vpon your oath e oathes to inquire whether Cloth bz@ches 


haue done deſſeiſon vnto Uelnet bꝛeeches yea 02 no in 02 about Lon- 
on, in putting him out of franke tenement wꝛonging him of his right 
and imbolliſhing his credit, if you finde that Cloth bzeches bath 
done Ueluet bz&ches w2ong, then let him be ſet in bis fozmer eſtats 
and allowe him reaſonable es. Upon this they laid their 

bandes on the booke and were ne and departed to ſcrutine of 
the matter by inquirie amongeſt themſelues, not ſtirring out ofour 
fight noꝛ ſtaieng long, but ſtraight returned. and the knight fo2 them 
al as the fozmoCt, ſaid thus. @0 it is that we haue with equity s conũi⸗ 
ence conſidered of this controuerſy betwene veluct b:eeches & cloth 
bʒieche 8, as touching the pꝛerogatiue of them both, which are moſk 
wozthy to be rightly reſedent and haus ſeilon in frank tenement here 
in England, and we do find that Clothbz#eches is by many hundzed 
peares mo2o antient, euer ſince Brute an inhabitant in this land, 
one that bath beene in Dicbus illis a companion to kings, an equall 
with the nobility,a frend to gentlemen and yeomen,and a patron of 
the pooꝛe, a true ſubiec, a good houſekeeper, and generall as honeſt 
as he is antient. Whereas Ueluet bʒiches is an vpſtart come ont of 
Italy, begotof Pꝛide, nurſed vp by ſelfe-loue, and bzought info this 
country by his companion newfangleneſſe, that be is but of late time 
a raiſer of rents, and an enimie in the common - wealth, and one that 
is not any way to be pꝛeferd in equitie befoze Clothbzecbes,therfoze 
by generall verdict wee adiudge Cloth bz&ches to haue done him no 
wꝛong, but that he hath lawfully clatmd his title of frank tenement, 
and in that we appoint him foz euer to be reſident. At this ve dia pꝛo- 
noun by the knight, all the ſtanders by clapt their hands, and gaus 

a mighty ſhout, whereat J ſfarted and awaked, foz 7 was in a 
dꝛeame and in my bed, and ſo roſe vpe, and wzit 
in a merrie vaine what you haue bard,
